teristics of second class matter." 
The second order amends

281 In several particulars. 
The essen­ 
tial paragraph of this is as follows: 
“ The subscription price must 
be 
shown by the publication, and when 
it appears from the contents, or from 
the extrinsic inducements offered in 
combination with it. that the circula­ 
tion of the publication is not founded 
on its value as a news or literary jour­ 
nal and that 
subscriptions are not 
made because of sue Ii value, but be­ 
cause its offers of 
merchandise or 
other considerations result, in effect. 
in its circulation at 
apparently 
c 
nominal rate, such publication does 
not come within the requirements of 
the law for acceptance as second cia -, 
m atter." 
The third order uni rads section SAI. 
so that unsold copies <H" second class 
publications may not lie returned af 
the pound rate to news agents or to 
publishers. 
An explanatory statement given out 
at the department regarding the order 
says: 
“ The ai tion of Postmaster General 
Smith Is regarded as highly important. 
It is evidence of the purpose of th" 
department to administer th#- law' as 
it Is. strictly and properly, and that 
abuses wherever found will tie eradi­ 
cated.

“ I am having daily conference* with 
the Marquis of Laasdowne not only 
about Nicaragua, but also with regard 
to half a dozen treaties pending be­ 
tween Great Britain and the United 
States. 
These are chiefly concerned 
with W est Indian reciprocity arrange­ 
ments.” 
When asked If he thought there 
was any possibility of arriving at an 
agreement regarding the Nicaraguan 
canal before congress reconvened he 
replied: 
y 
"Yes, 1 sincerely hope so. 
W e are 
now in the middle of the negotiations, 
which, although they have not yet 
reached any 
tangible 
result, show 
good promise. 
Naturally, I may not 
discuss the details, but 1 may say that 
when 1 return to the United States at 
the end of October I hope to take with 
me a Nicaraguan treaty that w ill meet 
the views of both President M cKinley 
and the British cabinet. It goes w ith­ 
out saying that the 
president 
has 
made himself cognizant of the feelings 
of the senate and of the secretary of 
state. 
There Is no use wasting time 
over treaties which the senate Is like­ 
ly to refuse. 
I really believe the dif­ 
ferences of opinion between the two 
nations are capable of settlement In 
an agreement fair to both. 
If I could 
finish my delightful labors 
ta the 
United States by accomplishing this 
end 1 should Indeed feel grateful. But 
the only way this could be obtained Is 
step by step, with proposition followed 
by counter proposition, and eventually 
a happy mad Ism . 
It Is slow, but I 
hope It Is sure, 
ff f thought anything 
could be done before October 1 would 
return prior to tbat date, but I do not 
think anything would be gained.M 
Reverting to the report that a ma­ 
jority of the senate favored a neutral 
canal. Lord Pauncefote said: 
' ' 
"It would be good uews If true. 
I 
happen to know that Mr. Hay consult­ 
ed the senate, both the section sup­ 
posed to support him and the section 
credited with other motives.

teristics of second class matter." 
The second order amends 
section 
281 In several particulars. 
The essen 
tial paragraph of this Is as follows: 
“ The subscription price must 
be 
shown by the publication, and when 
it appears from the contents, or from 
the extrinsic Inducements offered tn 
combination with It. that the circula­ 
tion of the publication is not founded 
on Its value as a news or literary Jour­ 
nal and that 
subscriptions are not 
made because of such value, but be­ 
cause Its offers of 
merchandise or 
other considerations result, In effect, 
in Its circulation at 
apparently 
t 
nominal rate, such publication does 
not come within the requirements of 
the law for acceptance aa second class 
matter." 
The third order am grin section fill, 
so that unsold copies 
second class 
publications may not be returned at 
the pound rate to news agents or to 
publishers.

Mayor Johnson has had placed a 
large model in sand, properly col­ 
ored to indicate the forests and sur­ 
rounding country. 
It represents 
the Red R iver Valley and adjacent 
country and is on a scale of three 
miles to the inch and has an eleva­ 
tion of something over thirty-two 
feet to the inch.

The drainage convention at Fargo 
ia being largely at tended, the pur­ 
pose of the meeting to be the con­ 
sideration of the matter of con­ 
structing canals and reservoirs near 
the mouth of the Otter Tail and the 
source of the Bois «le Sioux Rivers 
with a viewjof 'Controlling the spring 
freshets and providing for a large 
volume of water in the Red and the 
Minnesota rivers during the dry 
seasons. 
In the foyer of the open* bouse. 
Mayor Johnson has had placed a 
large model in sand, properly col­ 
ored to indicate the forests and sur­ 
rounding country. 
It represents 
the Red River Valley and adjacent 
'Country and is on a scale of three 
miles to the inch and has an eleva­ 
tion of something over thirty-two 
feet to the inch. It is admirable in 
its purpose, showing the contour of 
the country, the upj»er and lower 
Red Lake, the source of the Otter 
Tail, Red Lake and Mississippi 
rivers, all within a comparatively 
short distance of each other, the 
source of the Otter Tail being about 
1,150 feet above the sea and the 
ot hers a lit tie lo w e r. 
The course of the Minnesota, Red, 
Mississippi, Bois tie Souix, Otter 
Tail and Red Lake rivers are plainly 
discernabie, the many lakes are 
placed in their proper places, and the 
importance of the watershed may 
easily be appreciated. 11 is seen what 
a swiftly flowing stream the Otter 
Tail is, its connection with the Red, 
how simple a matter it would be to 
deflect its course so that during the 
heavy spring freshets its immense 
volume of water would flow into the 
great natural reservoir of the Big 
Stone and Traverse Lakes, relieving 
the Red of its priori (ml feed at that 
time.

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Tin* Milwaukee road luift recently 
adopted a new set ie me for loadinrf rails 
on cars, says the Milwaukee Sentinel. 
The plan was devised by Headmaster 
Edward Enas, stationed at Elgin. HL., 
u ho bad long known, as do all other 
railway men who have charge of th<^ 
handling of rails, the need of 
t i new, 
speedy and economical way of handling 
them. Under the old tty sr mn to handle 
a rail and load It on a ear from the 
ground required a gang of men large 
enough to pick up the heavy rail ami 
throw it upon (lie cor sidewise. This 
required as many men as could stand 
shoulder to shoulder and get 
their 
hands on the rail. It was hard and 
heavy work, even with open fiat oars, 
hut when gondola or. tis was some­ 
times the case, box ears were used It 
was a laborious, slow and ox|k»nsive 
system. 
Mr. Enas' new plan Is to handle the 
rails tiy a small derrick placed on a 
push car and operate*! with compressed 
air supplied by the airbrake system of 
the train. The small push car rides on 
the top of a train of fiat or gondola 
cars, ami as fast as one car is loaded 
the push car, with the derrick on It. is 
drawn back along the train, each car 
j being loaded as It passes. The derrick 
! xviii practically do the work of 20 men, 
i only t» tieing required to handle the 
I rails where 25 to SO were formerly 
nettled. 
The machine has loaded 05 
rails In 30 minutes, which is several 
times as many as under the old system 
as well as several times as cheap. The 
device has been thoroughly tested on 
the Chicago and Council Bluffs division 
of tin* road, and several others are be­ 
ing manufactured which will b»* sent 
into Wisconsin, where repairs are made 
*>n the lines.

Thirty miles 
of track a day can be covered xix Ith the 
machine, and xx heil the trip Is complete 
every shred of grass for a space of 
three or four feet on each aide of the
